It was decided that Miss McMillan should lead the party 
to the country road with shaded trees on one side and a big 
ditch on the other which she had described in her evidence 
as the place where she and Premier Brownlee would go to 
hold their lovers’ meetings. 

Taking the wheel of her father’s Chevrolet car. she 
started off at a smart pace for the Jasper Highway to a 
point two miles this side of the city limits. 


Drove Through Narrow Road 


Turning south from the Stony Plain road she drove 
through a narrow road with bushes on one side, 
through the heavy dirt to a place where it was con- 
cealed with tall shrubbery on one side and had a deep 
ditch on the other. By the time the rest of the party 
reached there, she had turned her car ’round and 
stopped it. 

The road is one that narrows as it goes south. It is used 
to serve some farmers. 

From there Premier Brownlee took the lead and took 
the jurors over the route he had driven Miss McMillan on 
the night of July 3rd last. when he said he had driven her 
out at her request, when she wished to discuss the matter 
of having her vacation holidays changed. (Miss McMillan 
said it was a love tryst). 

The cavalcade proceeded two or three miles further 
from the city on the Stony Plain road and turned north.

Party Returns After Adjournment Time 


The Premier had stated that he drove first on the side

Parents afd Seven Kiddie: 
Offer Loud Thanks to 
Edmonton 


Abraham Fehr and family, wife 
and seven children, Friday evening 
were thanking God and the kindly 
people of Edmonton for their first 
good meal in a month. 


Guests of the Salvation Army 
after being rescued from approach- 
ing slow death by starvation, the 
poor family had been réscued by 
Constable Ed Kenny of the city 
police traffic squad, who happened 
to stumble upon them late Thurs- 
day evening as they slumped dazed 
and disheartened in their road- 
wracked car. 

Pale and haggard through the 
strain of rigid starvation for eight 
days, Mrs, Fehr, through an inter- 
preter, expressed humble thanks to 
the police department, the “Sally 
Ann” and citizens of Edmonton 
when interviewed by a Bulletin 
reporter Friday night following the 
publication of their tragic story 
early in the day. 

Setting out in their car three 
months ago from Saskatoon to take 
up a homestead in the Peace River 
country, the family of nine, ages of 
the kiddies ranging from _ three 
months to nine years, were dogged 
by ill luck all the way into the 
north and back. Failing to make 
a “go” of their homestead and see- 
ing the spectre of want and pov- 
erty lurking at the door, the Fehrs 
decided to return to Saskatoon. 
Packing worldly belongings into 
their trailer they headed south and 
traded goods for gasoline until they 
were parted of possessions, include 
ing their shoes and stockings. 


Food ran short a week ago 
Thursday, after the family had 
subsisted on a stringent diet of 
bread. Without a bite to eat they 
struggled on towards Edmonton, 
starvation daily gnawing deeper 
into their empty stomachs, 


Reaching the city Thursday they 
parked their car on the Market 
square and too weak and beaten 
by fate to stir, sat dumb and hope- 
less, unable to tell of their fate to 
passers-by. Sneaking only German, 
they were alone in the city, as well 
fed citizens scurried by, ignorant 
of the tragedy nearby. 

POLICE SHOW KINDNESS

What did we in Canada try to do’? We de- 
cided that we could financé by borrowing 
credits abroad. We never hedged; we did not 
take the precaution of lending Canadian credits 
abroad repayable to us in gold. Under banker 
advice Gur governments, up until the war, 
national as well as provincial 
an municipal governments, 
went to foreign money mar- 
kets and _ borrowed credit 
repayable in gold with inter- 
est. Under that system we 
could not possibly escape 
national bankruptcy. We 
have piled foreign gold debts 
and we are still increasing 
them, until today we owe 
something over three thou- 
sand million dollars abroad 
payable in gold. I think it 
would not be unfair to say, 
that i f.we add our exports 
of gold to our exports of

goods, t hat we are not balancing the claims 
of our foreign creditors for interest and prin- 


cipal accruing time to time. The misguided 
policy that we have followed has placed us 
internationally in bondage, not for this genera- 
tion, but for an indefinite period of time. 


I have not been able to get the exact figures 
of what our total interest charges on public and 
private debts abroad are, but I am willing to 
make a guess that we are not balancing our 
budget against our invisible obligations at the 
present time. 

We should know by now that we cannot 
operate a national banking system or admin- 
ister public credit in Canada on the assumption 
that we can borrow credits abroad payable in 
something which we do not possess and cannot 
secure. We cannot in this country operate by 
depending on the international money system 
unless we hedge and protect ourselves by lend- 
ing credits against our borrowing the principle 
of trading short cannot be successfully used in 
any other way. But even if you had the exper- 
ience of England and her bankers’ knowledge 
of financial affairs you have got to recognize 
that even then you would not be safe. 

The idea that the gold standard money sys- 
tem is sound has never been of universal 
acceptance, and today, in view of its failure, it 
has come under definite and quissical examina- 
tion. England has abandoned the gold standard 
completely in so far as payment is concerned. 
She completely repudiated all obligations to 
pay in gold in 1931. In 1925, she repudiated the 
gold standard as a security for the value of 
paper currency by making the pound sterling 
legal tender but not convertible into gold. If 
you were to take a pound sterling into the Bank 
of England and ask the banker today for a 
pound he would not give you a gold sovereign, 
he would give you another paper pound. The 
pound sterling is not redeemable in gold. If 
you want to buy gold in England you have got 
to buy it in a slab containing 400 ounces, which 
was worth in 1925 at the standard price of gold 
something more than $8,000. And you have got 
to carry it away in the one package; they will 
not break it up for you, and they will not let 
you break it up into money. But you have to 
do more than that. You have got to get per- 
mission from the government to buy it; you 
have got to get permission from the govern- 
ment to hold it; and if you want to ship it out 
of the country, you have got to get permission 
of the government to do that. The actual 
administration of gold is a governmental 
monopoly, and yet in spite of that experience 
we, in Canada, are contemplating and propos- 
ing in this Act to fasten the gold standard of 
1844 on to the Canadian people. Let me explain 
to you just what you are doing. In that con- 
nection may I refer to the pamphlet, “The 
Conquest of Poverty,” in which I discuss at 
some length the gold standard, I am just going 
to refer the members of the committee to it 
briefly, because I think you all have copies of 
that document in your possession; at page 99 
the gold standard is discussed and I point out: 

The men who established the existing 
monetary system by securing the passage of 
the Bank Act of England in 1844 cleverly 
used that doctrine and the public's desire 
for sound money to their enormous gain. 

They conceived the idea of using the 

nationalization of money for the purpose of 

maintaining a money shortage. In the 
course of time this was accomplished by 
reducing the legal tender value of silver 
and copper coins to a nominal amount; by 
restricting the issue of national full legal 
tender paper currency to a percentage of 
the monetary gold reserves available; and 
by withdrawing gold coins from circulation. 

By freezing the issue of national money to 

gold, the laws passed by parliament at the 


instigation of bankers created a situation 
under which a shortage of money was 
assured, thereby compelling government, 


corporation and individual to use a substi- 
tute for money ; 

Here we have the basis of the modern bank- 
ing practice of substituting bookkeeping entries, 
and transferring them by cheque, for money. 
While it is quite true the bankers call their 
bookkeeping entries bank deposits the fact is 
that they consist of nothing but statements of 
account in the form of promises on the part of 
bankers to pay something which they did not 
have and which they could not secure, I would 
like to so submit the “Conquest of Poverty” 
with the request that it be printed as an 
appendix to my evidence. That will save me 
from going through a good deal of this mate- 
rial

QUESTION—"Navy” asks: “Will you please 
tell me the cause of otosclerosis? Also explain 
effect of occupation where there were frequent 
explosions. How does otosclerosis or deafness 
effect one’s balance?” | 

ANSWER—Otosclerosis is most commonly | 
caused by chronic catarrh of the middle ear, H 
and produces a spongy formation of the bone. 
Sometimes there is a dry fibrous catarrh, but 
the causes appear to be similar. The eustachian | 
tube is wide and opened, and the mucous mem- | 
brane atrophied. This disease seems to be espe- 
cially prevalent with those who have been near 
explosions of big guns. Violent concussion, as | 
in target practice, would be a factor in bring- | 
ing on this type of deafness, and sometimes | 
brings a rupture of the ear drums. The balance | 
is often affected. The Romberg Phenomenon 
is that when the eyes are shut and the feet 
together the body sways to the diseased side. 
The best treatment is correct fasting and diet- 


ing.

One advantage of a column 
such as this is that it gives oppor- 
tunity for correcting the mistakes 
of history as well as developing 
its more intimate details. One of 
the things we were taught in 
school was that. the engagement 
between the Canadian militia and 
the Fenians at Ridgeway on the 
Niagara today in 1866 was that it 
was a smashing defeat for the 
Fenians. But the exact opposite 
is the case. Prof. C. P. Stacey of 
Toronto proces conclusively that 
the affair at Ridgeway must cer- 


tainly be regarded as a Fenian 
success, for it ended with the 
Canadian militiamen in full re- 
treat. 

The Canadians’ reverse was 
mainly the result of an absurd 


order to “Form square” given at 
a time when the Queen's Own 
Rifles and the i3th (Hamilton) 


regiment were extended on a 
wide front and skirmishing suc- 
cessfully with the raiders. The 
order was the result of a cry of 
“Cavalry” which emaneted from 
someone who saw either some 


Fenian officers mounted on stolen 
horses or a group of farmers who 
had ridden up on horseback to 
see the fight and were watching 
from a flank.

PROTECTED SWEATSHOPS 

In considering evidence before 
the Stevens parliamentary com- 
mittee, all of us should want to 
be fair, Fairness, however, must 
work both ways, and it is hard to 
read of what was told to the 
committee on Wednesday without 
indignation—or shame. Consider 
the following, concerned with the 
operations of a boot and shoe fac- 
tory in Quebec: 

It has made substantial profits 
for four years. 

The average weekly wage paid 
women employees in October, 
1933, was $8.75. 

The average for 
$9.39, 

Of the 172 men, 126 were mar- 
ried, with 401 dependents. 

Eighty-two men received 
than $6 a week 

In one department only two of 
55 girls received the minimum 
wage, and boys received $2.50 and 
$3 for a week of 52 hours.

LAW-SUITS 
For some years in_ British 


Columbia, a harsh regulation has 
been enforced in connection with 
the administration of the old age 
pension, If an applicant for a 
pension has children he is forced 
to prosecute them in the courts 
for non-support and compel them 
to establish their inability ‘o sup- 
port him, before his application 
will be considered. The regula- 
tion, of course, goes strongly 
against the grain. No matter how 
great their need may be, men and 
women do not like to drag their 
children into court, and many, 
no doubt, who would be entitled 
to a pension under a recently 
liberal interpretation of the act 
have refused to comply with the 
regulation and have been denied 
the pension. The country has 
saved money, perhaps, but it can 
hardly be proud of the means

Treaty May Come 
Without Meeting 


France Ready to Talk Dis- 


armament Along With 


Britain and States — 


Conference Unnecessary

LONDON, June 30—Develop- 
ments in connection with the naval 
conversations now under way indi- 
cate, persons close to the situation

of a revelation that France would 
like to turn the conversations—so 
far involving only Great Britain and 
the United States—into a_ confer- 
ence for the writing of a general 
disarmament convention. 


The conversations already have 
turned into a preliminary confer- 
ence without a hall, for while bi- 
lateral talks, involving five nations, 
will continue for six weeks or more, 
there is every sign that they are 
spreading out into what amounts to 
a genera! gathering of the powers 

Informed observers consider it 
likely that if the bi-lateral talks de- 
velop the fact that a conferenc 
would be reasonably certain to 
reach an agreement, that conference 
will follow immediately.

The care of meats after cooking 
fs of prime importance if they are 
to remain attractive to the last mor- 
eel. In the first place, to preserve 
them they must be kept very cold 
Then they must be kept well cov- 
ered to prevent drying and loss of 
flavor, These two simple precautions 
insure against food waste. 

Small families will find cottage 
ham, Canadian bacon, corned beef, 


calves’ tongues and small meat 
loaves especially well suited to their 
needs, Large families will make 
use of large hams and beef tongue. 
These smoked and salted meats are

CORNED BFEF 


Corned beef is appetizing for sum- 
mer men’ and may be bought by 
the pound. It seldom needs fresh- 
ening. A thorough washing in cold 
water when it comes from the mar- 
ket and it is ready to cook, Put on 
in cold water to more than cover,

Beef and calves’ tongues may be 
bought salted or fresh. The salted 
or pickled tonguc always is fresh- 
ened before cooking. Let beef 
tongue stand in cold water over 
night to freshen, Four or tive 
hours should be long enough for 
calves’, Cover the fresh or freshen- 
ed tongue with cold water and cook 
slowly until tender. Salt is added 
to freshen tongue, 3-4 teaspoon to a 
pound of meat, after the tongue has 


cooked about one hour. Let’ cool 
in water in which it was cooked 
and remove skin and roots. Serve 
sliced cold or in hot cream sauce 
with broiled tomatoes, 


MEAT LOAVES 

Meat loaves are good served hot 
the day they are baked and are 
equally as good served cold. Veal 
and beef are commonly used, alone 
or in combination, for hot imeat 
loaves, but lamb makes a delicious 
loaf and seldom is used. Ham loaf 
is good, too, 

Veal and lamb both are excellent 
in jellied loaves. These jellied loav-

Hon. Sir Charles 
Tupper, Bart.. P.C, CMG, CB, 
one of the delegates from Nova 
Scotia.” 

I learned that only a little while 
before another Cynadian pilgrim 
had visited this memarial — the 
Hon. Leonard Tilley, premier of 
New Brunswick | 

For Mr. Tilley tltis was a filial 
duty. His father, Sir Leonard Tilley

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‘Vancouver Analyst 
Terror of Crooks 


WENTY-SEVEN years ago there walk- ~ 


ed into the Vancouver analyst’s de- 

partment, in the left wing of the old 
city hall on Main St, a new youthful 
guardian of Vancouver's health. 

John Fleming Cullen Brown Vance sur- 
veyed the little 15-by-20-foot laboratory 
with its modest array of equipment and little 
dreamed that within a quarter of a century 
he would be internationally recognized as a 
leader in a new and wonderful science far 
removed from food testing, 

Standing in the centre of the room Vance 
let his gaze rove over the little laboratory. 
There wasn't much equipment in that room, 
and it did not take long to itemize the con- 
tents. 

In all, the apparatus did not total more 
than $600, Analyst Vance estimated. 

For several years following Vance did 
all the city’s analyst's work without an 
assistant. But Vancouver was growing. 

Industry all over the world sought new 
outlets for expansion. Vancouver with its 
facilities and abundant power at low cost 
was an ace-in-the-hole for western Canada. 

New plants bringing thousands of new 
citizens opened daily, and with the huge 
influx of workers came food manufacturing 
concerns—dairies, flour mills, bakeries, can- 
neries and similar concerns. 

The volume of work through the city 
analyst's department increased by leaps and 
bounds. 

A few years later Vance found himself 
and two new assistants in new quarters in a 
building owned by the city at 530 Cambie 
St. The space now occupied by the depart- 
ment was three times greater than that into 
which Vance had been ushered by Dr. 
Underhill on May 1, 1907. 

Without consideration for the resources 
of Vance's little department, Vancouver's 
industrial expansion progressed at an un- 
precedented rate, and within a short time 
Vance and his two assistants found them- 
selves crowded to the limits of human 
effort. 

New quarters had to be found for the 
department in the early spring of 1915, and 
the newly completed police headquarters 
building in the 200 block East Cordova St. 
presented the only solution to the pressing 
problem. 

As yet no use had been found for the top 
floor of the new building, and while the 
space was larger than was actually required 
by the analyst’s department Vance, his 
assistants and all his shiny gadgets and 
glassware were moved in. 

Only a few of the top floor rooms were 
required to house the laboratory. But Van- 
couver, then but a youth bursting with 
activity, had its eye on Canada’s eastern 
cities and with commendable ambition set 
out, not to equal them, but to surpass them. 

As Vancouver expanded so did Vance’s 
department. More men and more apparatus 
and space was required, until to-day the city 
analyst’s department occupies 6,000 square 
feet of space on the top floor of police head- 
quarters. 

Since Vance first surveyed the $600 
worth of equipment in the old city hall 
building he has acquired apparatus on which 
he places a valuation of $80,000. 

To-day Vance holds three important 
positions and has fifteen men working under 
him. Besides being an honorary inspector 
of police in connection with the bureau of 
science, Vance is directly responsible to Dr. 
J. M. McIntosh, present medical health offi- 
cer, for all the city food testing and the city 
morgue. 

It is in the field of scientific crime de- 
tection that Vance has gained a position of 
international importance. 

So successful have been the methods of 
crime detection that he has evolved that 
to-day Vance is ‘the greatest single deter- 
rant to crime that the city has ever known. 

That the underworld stands in absolute 
fear of Vance’s extraordinary powers has 
been proved on occasions too numerous to 
mention, One instance will suffice to illus- 
trate the wrongdoer’s feeling of helplessness 
when confronted with the threat of Vance'’s 
scientific mind.

T was a hot, dusty Sunday in Port Said. 
I didn’t like Port Said. The wind whined 
its dusty message across Sahara and beg- 

gars whined their plea for alms around my 

feet. 

I'd grown tired of grimy dragomen try- 
ing to sell obscene pictures, and tired of 
watching the gilly gilly man with his dis- 
appearing chickens, so I drifted casually out 
among the dunes. Suez was there clean, 
fresh and inviting. Nobody seemed to be 
about. No caravans padded through the 
dust and no steamers churned their way to- 
ward the Red Sea. I stripped and in ten 
minutes swam from Africa to Asia. It 
sounds spectacular, but it isn’t. Most swim- 
mers would do it in six minutes. 

I sat on the Asiatic bank kicking my feet 
in the sand and grinning. “Halliburton,” I 
grinned. “I’m doing a Richard Halliburton. 
Only he probably would have swum from 
Africa to Asia with one hand behind his 
back while singing a Mammy song.” 

I didn’t think much of Halliburton. I 
admired his “Royal Road to Romance,” but 
I took it all with a grain of salt. Mostly 
bunk, I thought. 

Since that day in Port Said I have 
travelled twice around the world; invaded 
every continent and crossed every sea out- 
side the Arctic. Always I’ve heard about 
fellow-travellers. Who did Somerset 
Maugham mean when he wrote “Rain” or 
“The Letter?” Do you think William Sea- 
brook really ate a man on the French Ivory 
Coast? What about this guy Halliburton? 
If he’s a liar how does he get away with it? 

Several times, with Halliburton’s books 
in my hand I've gone to places he has

Now, as an artist, 
Edward F. Hagell has won fame at home 
and abroad witn his drawings depicting 
wild life in the mountains and the old ranch 
life now passing rapidly into history.

found him wrong. 


Last winter, during an interview with 
Maurice Lemay, governor of Devil's Island, 
I heard Halliburton called every type of so 
and so this side of a nut house. He had 
written of the island in “New Worlds to 
Conquer.” ‘I had the book with me. I spent 
four weeks in and around Cayenne, the 
three islands of the damned and in St. 
Laurent, the hub of the convict colony. Every 
opportunity was given me to see the prison 
at its best and worst. Every opportunity, 
indeed encouragement, was given me to 
blast Richard Halliburton as a chiseler. 

I didn’t do it because I couldn't do it. 
He was right. In all these various wander- 
ings, I came to feel a new respect for Halli- 
burton. To-day, although I have neither 
seen nor met him, I have both admiration 
and respect for Halliburton as a writer and 
as a man; only amused tolerance for those 
arm chair globe birdlers or conducted tour- 
ists who dismiss him as a Rover Boy ad- 
venturer seeking synthetic romance. 

Only once have I come across a spot 
where I thought Halliburton was handing 
the boys a gold brick. That was at the Taj 
Mahal in Agra. Halliburton. had written 
that he, under the midnight magic of a full 
moon, bathed among the lily pads that face 
the world’s most beautiful building. Every 
world tourist who Had visited the Taj 
screamed I-told-you-sos. He couldn't do it 
unless he was a Dover sole! The pool is 
only three inches deep, etc., etc., etc. 

But they were wrong. A deep lily filled 
pool, about the size of a ship’s bathing pool, 
separates the two reflective pools which are 
so much a part of the taj; the most ex- 
pensive tomb every built by man. 

However, Halliburton had written that, 
to make this midnight plunge, he had hidden 
in the gardens until the moon was at’ its 
height and then quietly dove off the deep 
end. I, too, visited the Taj by midnight— 
as who doesn’t—but it wasn’t necessary to 
hide and sneak my way in. It was only 
necessary to kick in with a rupee and all 
was well. I wrote that and forgot it. 

Later, Halliburton, in his plane “The 
Magic Carpet,” revisited the Taj and once 
again, possibly to hand a raspberry to his 
critics, he swam in the pool at midnight. 
This time, however, it wasn’t necessary to 
hide and sneak. It wasn’t even necessary 
to bribe. He just walked in as you would 
do. 

But unluckily; 18 months after publica- 
tion, American newspapers are now print- 
ing my articles which you read in The Star 
in 1932. And one of these put the bee on 
Halliburton, who read it in San Francisco 
and now writes a mild rebuke. 

In those 18 months my views on Halli- 
burfon and his work have undergone such 
a change that I startle him by writing 
this scribble of appreciation, No amend- 
ment to anything previously written or said 
is given or asked, but there are snipers 
continually gunning for Halliburton, prob- 
ably because he’s a best seller and a hand- 
some rman, and it’s only fair for one who 
has gone over the ground with both barrels 
ready to shoot to report no hits, no runs, no 
errors. 

Halliburton, in fact, is probably the most 
honest of all the travel writers. Honest be- 
cause he never gives himself an alibi. He 
never says some mysterious but vague dis- 


trict magistrate deep in the Borneo jungles 
told him this or that. He, Halliburton, pins 
the label right smack on his own chest. 
If the anecdote or the adventure is a lie, 
nobody gets wounded in the rebound except 
Halliburton. 4 

This year the best selling of all travel 
books is “Brazilian Adventure.” Peter Flem- 
ing, the English author, modestly announces 
in that tale that it differs from most travel 
books by being truthful. Since Fleming is 
a reviewer and critic he ought to know. But 
his story, while excellent, bristles with ali- 
bis. He kids himself and he kids all other 
travel writers. Every native met in the 
jungle is an “Oncoming Savage” and a rifle 
shot is always “The well-known bark of 
the Mauser.” This technique of gently 
spoofing all the thrill writers has paid Mr. 
Fleming very well, but if it were ever neces- 
sary—which it won't be—he has more escape 
trails already blazed for him than a Swiss 
cheese has holes. You see, he’s only kid- 
ding. Snakes and crocodiles and tree- 
climbing jaguars are only a laugh to Mr. 
Fleming. 

Not so Halliburton. He jumps in with 
both feet and boldly presents an adventure 
as his own. He invites you to read it and 
take it as fact. If you want to check him 
up the field is yours. Well, I’ve checked. I 
expect to check some more, and if I find 
Halliburton two-timing the cash customers 
I'll say so. But right now, as one globe- 
girdler to another, I salute Halliburton. 

I hope one day that we will meet. I cer- 
tainly hope that one day I might write a 
book to sell just half as many copies as his 
“Royal Road to Romance.” I invite him, 
when and if he finds me wrong (as he may 
quite likely do), to fire from the hip.

Canada’s Wheat King Flouts Superstition As 13 Club Member 


IR CHARLES EDWARD SAUNDERS, 
world’s wheat wizard and one of Can- 
ada’s newest knights, very nearly he- 
came a professional musician. With his 
three brothers he once formed the “Saun- 
ders Quartet,” playing flute and tenor violin. 

Born in Canada’s confederation year, he 
is the son of the late Dr. William Saunders, 
father of the Dominion experimental farrns. 
In his old London, Ont., home and at the 
dinner table vegetables were eaten by their 
botanical names. In this way, “Please pass 
the potatoes” became “Please pass the 
Solani Tuborosi.” Similiarly the common 
tomato took on a new deliciousness as 
“Lycopersicum esculentum.” 

“The Saunders Family of Canada” is 
not a corporation name Sir Charles will ex- 
plain. It merely has to do with his relatives 
gathering in one spot every two years for a 
family reunion. On these occasions every- 
one rakes over the past, and once they had 
a memory test. The problem was to make 
a drawing of the old London garden, Sir 
Charles won, marking in every tree and 
bush with one exception. 

Sir Charles is anything but superstitious, 
Fifty years ago he and seven other gentle- 
men decided to form a club. Accordingly, 
they invited five other eharter members to 
join them, and called the enterprise the 13 
Club, ‘To-day the membership numbers

many times thirteen, although every im- 
portant topic is preceded by. the breaking of 
a mirror. 

While he was Dominion cerealist, this 
agricultural genius added $75,000,000 yearly 
to the credit side of our western farmers’ 
budgets, He accomplished this by originat- 
ing four varieties of wheat—Marquis, Ruby, 
Reward and Garnet. Finally it got so he 
could do almost anything with grain. Un- 
fortunately, he was not as successful with 
Ottawa's climate, finding it too hot in sum- 
mer and too cold in winter. He now lives 
in Toronto, 

Even yet he must be surprised by the 
phenomenal success of Marquis wheat. In 
1903 he crossed Red Fife with Red Calcutta 
which had been brought from India 40 years 
previously. At harvest time he chose only 
the fullest heads, and months later tested 
these for gluten content by chewing samples, 
This went on for three years and enough 
grain was obtained for baking tests. Sir 
Charles set up a miniature mill, ground 
himself a miniature bag of flour, and, under 
ideal conditions, baked a pan of miniature 
loaves—smaller than table rolls, That was 
the final test of Marquis wheat—the wheat 
that from a single grain had increased to 
more than 300 million bushels by 1918; the 
wheat that is standard in every wheat- 
growing section of the world.

OTTAWA, June 30, — Disfran- 
chisement of Doukhobors in British 
Columbia, that religious group ac- 
cused on one hand of bombing 
trains, burning schools, organizing 
nudist parades, and on the other of 
just being queer people with queer 
| ideas, raised a storm in the House 

of Commons Friday. 
| Led by two British Columbia 

Conservatives, Grote Sterling and 

William Esling, the House passed a 

clause in the Elections Act disfran- 
| chising all Doukhobors in British 
| Columbia wfho had no vote pro- 
| Vincially. It will affect 2,000 or 
| 2,500. 
| FIGHT IN HOUSE 


| But the new law did not pass 
| without a fight. The Doukhobors 
| were painted in conflicting tones— 
| industrious, hard-working people 
| who should not be persecuted as a 
group when a few hot-heads among 
them insisted on nude parades and 
the disregarding of all laws. Then 
came the other picture—the Douk- 
hobors deserved to lose the fran- 
chise because they voted en masse 
on the dictation of their leader, 
Peter Verigin; they were arrogant, 
disregarded all laws and 
tions; terrified settlers living near 
them and generally refused to act 
as good Canadian citizens 

“This will be a standing disgrace 
to Canada and all Christian coun- 
| tries,” said Hon. W. R. Motherwell, 
| former minister of agriculture, one 
of the leaders against disfranchise- 
ment.

He 
told of Doukhobors voting en 
masse at the last Federal elec- 
tion, one poll returning a solid 
Liberal count. 

Grote Stirling was more specific 
in his charge. He told of a solicitor 
for the government at the 1930 cen- 
sus at Grand Forks having to run 
away from the Doukhobor colony

But Recovers to Take 
British Title

SANDWICH, Eng. June 30. — 
Although he faltered badly down 
the home stretch and failed to shat- 


ter the tournament scoring record, 
which had appeared within his 
grasp, Henry Cotton coasted 
through to an easy victory Friday 
{n the British open golf champion- 
ship, triumphing with a 72-hole 
total of 283 and breaking a 10-year 
American stranglehold on the title.
